THIRD FORTNIGHTLY CROP RE- 
PORT, MAY 23, 1930 

During the first week of the past 
fortnight the weather was generally 
clear with slightly higher tempera- 
ture prevailing. Local rains  oc- 
curred in the Southern and Eastern 
parts of the Province. High winds 
were of frequent occurrence and 
some damage resulted due to soil 
drifting. 

On May 26th a heavy wind swept 
over the central] portion of the Prov- 
ince particularly from Olds to La- 
combe and eastward, doing damage 
to crops sown on summerfallow. In 
the Edmonton district the wind was 
followed by rain and snow, the 
greatest snow being reported from 
the area lying North of Edmonton, 
though not extending to the Peace 
River District. A large area to the 
South and East of this City received 
a supply of much needed moisture. 
At present all parts of the Province 
report sufficient moisture for im- 
mediate needs. Frost has done con- 
siderable damage to trees, shrubs 
and early garden plants but only 
slight damage to Field Crops. 

All wheat is seeded and 75% 
above ground. Oat seeding is com- 
plete with the exception of oats for 
green feed, and barley is 75% sown. 
Growth is slow but the grain is of 
good color and establishing a good 
root system. The crop has gone in 
early and having sufficient moisture 
for germination is away to a good 
start. 

All spring rye and 90% of sugar 
beets is seeded. There is a slight 
increase in the area devoted to sugar 
beets. 

Weeds are unusually bad in early 
sown fields. Slight damage is re-

Protection should be afforded the 
young birds until they are at least 
two weeks old, after which time they 
may be allowed more freedom. 

The turkey is, strictly speaking, a 
farmer's fowl, and cannot be suc- 
cessfully reared in close confine- 
ment. While it is possible to keep 
poults in a small space and_ still 
make rapid growth, cheap gains are 
only possible on free range. Where 
the turkeys can roam over meadows, 
pastures or- wooded areas an excel- 
lent opportunity for cheap gains is 
assured, and since the turkeys do 
little damage to growing crops they 
can be looked upon as an essential 
to any farmer since they feed large- 
ly on grasshoppers and other in- 
sects during the summer months. 
They require little attention and 
comparatively little feed after they 
develop their red heads. After this 
time they should be allowed to 
roost in the open from then until 
marketing time’ in the fall. 

To make a_ success of turkey 
raising the turkey flock should be 
kept entirely away from the barn- 
or from the  poultry-yard, 
much of the trouble with 
turkeys is caused from Blackhead, 
which is frequently present in and 
around the poultry yards. The 
turkey being naturally a wild bird 
desires freedom, and when kept 
away from the poultry flock and 
barnyard gives the owner little 
cause for worry, and when properly 
handled usually gives handsome 
revenue for time and money expend- 
ed,
